WEALTH IN THE OCEAN. 


THE FABULOUS QUANTITIES OF 
GOLD IN SALT WATERS. 


Views ef am Expert Mineralegist—If Ex- 
tracted There Would Be Safficient to 
Batid Weuses of the Yellew Metal 
—Effect it Weald Mave Upon the 
Werld. : 


Forty-four years ago Malaguti and Duro- 
cher startled the world by announcing that 
the ocean contained silver, but in such 
small proportions that it would hardly prove 
profitable to attempt to gather it. The 
more important and far-reaching dicovery 
has now been made that the waters of the 
vast oceans contain gold in solution iu such 
quantities tbat the annual output could be 
more than trebled if science finds a way of 
extracting the precious metal. In 1972 
Sonstadt first demonstrated that there were 
traces of gold in the ocean, held in solution, 
but he never pursued his inquiries far 
enough to show that it was in any large 
quantity. It remained for later investiga 
tors, encouraged by the high prices for gold 
to determine the aprroximate quantity 
held in solution. 

There is every reason to believe that in 
the future more gold will be extracted from 
the salt waters of the ocean then from the 
mines now worked in the richest part of 
the world’s gold regions, The vast size of 
the oceans :nakes the field pratically inex- 
haustible, and while the mines of the land 
are yielding their thousands of tons, th 
seas will produce their millions. Even 
though the gold is found in small quaatitiese 
the aggregate yield would be enormous. 
Extracting the gold from the ocean will also 
be attended with less risk and exposure to 
danger, and the work will not be very much 
different from that required to obtain 
refined salt from the ocean. Prof. Rameey, 
has given considerable attention to the 
subject, and in speaking about it, he gave 
some interesting facts. 

AN EXPERT'S VIEWS. 


**It seems almost like reviving the dreams 
of the alchemieta in predicting that gold 
will soon be produced abundantly by ocean 
miners,” he said. ‘‘Nevertheless, there is 
sutticent scientific data to warrant one in 


this speculation. It is no new thing to 
discover either silver or gold in salt water, 
but recent researches have directed more 
interest toward the subject by proving 
that the quantity is large enough to be 
of practical use. The exact quantity that 
a ton of ocean water contains depends 
upon local conditions, and varies all the 
way from one-twelfth to one-quarter of a 
grain. Even much higher proporticns of 
gold may be found in portions of the ocean 
not yet investigated. The temperature of 
the water greatly affects the amount of 
gold held in solution; the warmer the 
water, the less amount one would find, and 
the colder the temperature, the more 
would be held in solution, 

**Taking the low figures given for tne 
waters in warm climates —1-13th of a 
grain of gold to one ton of seawater-- and 
wnat probable yield of gold would one find? 
Why, it would be an enormous quantity 
—one that would completely eclipse our 
present product on the land. The average 
depth of the ocean has been scientifically 
estimated at 2500 fathoms with 400,000,000 
cubic miles of space. In this vast area 
about 1,837,030,272,000 million tons of

We would think no mors of the 
precious metal than we vow do of iron or 
copper, and it would be no more desirable. 
Compare the amount of gold in the ocean 
to the total quantity that has been taken 
from the goid mines of the world duria 
the laet four centuries, ‘he total odtpat 
of the whole world since 1494 to 1894 ap- 
proximated about 5020 and the present 
annual output is about 20 tone, What an 
insignificant quantity! And the reports 
are that the gold mines of the world are 
showing decided signs of exhaustion. 
‘‘This gold in the ocean is held in solution 
by the iodine which ie cbtained from the 
iodate of caloium. If youmix gold with 
solutions of iodine it can be very readily 
reduced toa soluble state, and in tbis 
condition it cau be prevented from drop- 
ing through the water to the bottom. 
Possibly the lower etrata of water contain 
considerable quantities of precipitated gold 
that has rever yet been reached by deep 
soundings. We know that itis frequentiy 
released and dropped by the iodine, for 
this letter is absorted by the seaweeds 
aod plant growths ot theocean.

The amount of todate of 
calcium’ in the ocean has been computed 
at nearly 5,000,000 millions of tonsa, This 
gives an enormous quantity of iodine in 
one form, and wherever free iodine is found 
there goli is held in solution in more or 
lesa quantity. 

“‘The question of obtaining this gold from 
the ocean is the most important that con- 
cerns us to-day. If these vast reservoirs of 
gold could be opened up to commerce the 
world would be deluged with the yellow 
metal. Noone could wish that the yield 
wuuld be too large, for she depreciation of 
the metal would be so: great that no one 
wou!d be actually benefited by it. Besides, 


the money centres of the world wouid be} 


shaken to their foundations. Coin and cur- 
rency of all kinds would be so altered in 
value that no man could tell rigntly what he 
was worth. (Governments would be bank- 
rupt, and everybody wiho had his tortune 
in currency and gold would suffer. 

**But, of course, po matter how successful 
the ocean mining may preve,no such sudden 
supply is going to be thrown upon the 
world’s markets. The whole ocean could 
not be raked over in thousands of years,and 
the discovery of the new sources of supply 
would result only in satisfying people that 
gold ie plentiful eo ugb in the land and 
ocean to supply ail future generations with 
it. The fear of a gold famine could no 
longer be entertained, 


A PREDICTION. 


**The soluble gold can be readily pre- 
cipitated from the iodine, and hence from 
the salt water, and at the rate of one-tenth 
of agrain to the ton it would pay a large 
concern to put up enormous vats to receive 
the waters of the ocean. A search of euch 
vats could dispose of thousands of tons of 
water inaday. Before this is done, hew- 
ever, the question of location muat be de- 
cided. It would not pay to put up exhaus- 
tive machinery along the coast, where the 
yield was one-tenzh of a grain, when another 
pars of the ocean would yield as high as 
one-quarter or one-half of a grain. The 
latter would soon drive the first concerns 
out of the business. The Northern lati- 
tudas, so far,have given a higher percentage 
of gold than the Southern, and it is possi- 
ble yet to discover places where the yield 
will be quite large. Off the Isle of man 
the yield was found to be about one- 
thirteenth of a grain and the water from 
the Kristina Fjord yielded one-tenth of a 
grain. In the Southern Pacitic the yleld 
has run as low as one-fifteenth of a grain, 
and off the Greenland coast the water pro- 
duced a higher solution o: gold than either 
of the other three places. 

“From the results so far obtained we 
may judge that in a few years efforts will 
be made on a large gcale*to extract gold 
from the ocean for commercial purpose, 
The question has hardly yet left the labor- 
atory of the scientiat, but usually where 
there is money to be made the translation 
from scientitic experiment to practical 
application is very sudden. This we may 
predict of ocean gold mining.” 


CHINESE CHARACTERISTICS. 


You Think You Know John Chinaman, But 
You Don't. 

*¢ Just when you think you have learned 
to know the Chinaman,” says a missionary 
n Chine, ‘‘you suddenly find it necessary 
to modify half of what what you have 
learned, aud discard the other half.” The 
difficulty of knowing the Chinese in their 
own homes is we!l described in the Rev, 
Arthur Smith’s book, Chinese Characteris- 
tics, broaght out a couple of years ago. One 
of their characteristics that almost explains 
all the others is their belief in themselves 
Like the character in Richter’s novel, if a 
Chinaman knew anything about the firat 
meridian he would assume that it ran 
through his own skull. He believes in his 
province simply because he lives in it ; but 
he has no interest even in China outside of 
his province, ‘‘A man in China is part of 
a gigantic machine, a mere cog in one of 
many wheels, A Chinese family is like a 
hill of potatoes ; one cannet get at any of 
them without a process by which all are 
brought to view.” 

LATCH STRING ALWAYS OUT. 


In China, private houses are surrounded 
by a wall, and have no windows looking on 
the street. Nevertheless, there is no 
domestic privacy in China. No one thinks 
of ubjecting to the entrance of pertect 
strangers through the everopen door. To 
close ihe door would provoke the enquiry, 
‘What is going on within, that they are 


S| afraid to have every ona see and hear ?” 


And from that moment the social doom of 
that family would be sealed. The Occident- 
ai question to an intruder would be, ‘*What 
business have you here?” The Oriental 
reply would he, ‘‘‘Vhat business have you 
to keep me out?” The Chinese adage 
covering this matter is, “If you would not 
have it known that you do it, do not do 
it.” 
THE MOTHER OF WEALTH. 

Economy is one of the greatest virtuce 
in China, though the Chinese do not reckon 
it so much a virtue as an ordinance of 
nature. Dogs and cats live on the vilest 
refuse; and yet when they die they are 
eaten with gusto. Even’ poisoned animals 
are eaten with entire disregard of the 
consequences, The same ceremony 1s 
shown in the gathering of fuel. Noto 
weed is Jeft in the fields. Boys beat off 
the autumnal leaves with clubs, as if they 
were chestnuts,and even straws «re scarce- 
ly allowed leisure to show which way the 
wind blows. 

When a Chinaman presents @ compli- 
mentary inscription toa friend, he pastes 
it on a silk backing, instead of gluing it, so 
that his friend may remove the inscription 
and use the silk. In many parts of China 
the children wear no clothes for many 
months in the year; wheels are never 
greased, and the raajerity of the peopie 
never wash. “Do you waeh your child 
every day ?” a Chinese mother wee asked.
